self .to be divorced so Lady North- 
cliffe could marry Sir Robert, but the 
wife refused because of her social 
ambitions and fear "of scandal.

Dr. W. L. Sullivan Analyzes Chris- 


tian Belief in an Address at 


All Souls Church. 


"The Meaning of Faith" was the | 


subject of an address before a packed j 
douse at the Untarian church Sunday j 
evening by Dr. W. L. Sullivan Who is 
touring the United tSates and Canada 
under the auspices of the Unitarian 
Laymen's league conducting series of 
addresses at Untarian churches.1 "Well- 
ington Smith of Boston, baritone solo-:

* Botnan aCtholic' priest until 1910 
"when he left that church, two years 
later becoming a Unitarian mlnlater. 


By way of introduction Dr. Sullivan 


said that concerning the nature of 
faith there are mainly two misunder- 
standings. One comes from believers 
in the spiritual world 
and the 


Christian gospel who say that faith 
should bridge the gap left by lack of 
evidence, that faith takes the place of 
evidence. 
They lead to the opinion 
that faith is based upon that which is 
uot true or at least is very doubtful. 
The other misunderstanding, he said, 
comes from unbelievers who say that 
science is evidence while faith is emo- 
tion and that the two have nothing in 
common. He pronounced this misun- 
derstanding destitute of foundation. 


Dr. Sullivan said that science does 


two things: first, to observe facts. 
and, secondly, to .build up a theory to 
co\er all facts of that order. He de- 
clared that a reasonable faith does 
exactly what science does. First, it 
obtains evidence, and then it formu- 
lates a theory. As an example of un- 
mistakable evidence he told of the 
life of John Huss, the martyr. He 
said that this and other noble lives 
arc evidence that there is an author- 
ity over human lives that does not be- 
long to the world of senses, since 
John Huss pave up everything the 
senses could give him for the sake;

Architect Bertram G. Goodhue read 


a dramatic defense Monday morning 
to the charges presented for George 
B. Johnson, late state engineer, at the 
closing session of the legislative in- 
vestigating committee. 
He bitterly 


resented the attitude in which he, a 
reputable architect, had be£n placed 
by the charges, which he character- 
ized as a smoke screen, and declared 
that Johnson's antagonism had been 
felt from the date at which he con- 
vinced the commission that it would 
be a big mistake to allow Johnson to 
construct the building as general con- 
tractor, buying and assembling the 
maierials. Mr. Goodhue said: 


"It is now over six weeks since 


your former state engineer produced 
his flr.t set of charges against me—a 
period during which I have not per- 
formed any of my proper duties to my 
clients, either to you or to any of the 
others. These charges came as a 
complete surprise, not only to me but 
to every member of the commission—• 
excepting, of course, himself. I have 
now for the third time—I don't know

boomerang rather than anything else. 
As evidence of "gross negligence or 
gross incompetence" they are to me, 
and to every architect, preposterous.

carpentry. Later he attended the 
high school at Ostego, Mich., and also 
was a student at the Pine Grove sem- 
inary at Allegan. 
When nineteen 


years old he took up the profession of 
teaching, which he followed sir years, 
doing carpenter work and farm work 
in the summer. 
In 1881 he entered the law school at 


the University of Michigan and was 
graduated in 1883 after a two years' 
course- His diploma bears the signa- 
ture of Thomas B. Qolley, noted legal 
writer. 
Mr. Clements was admitted 


to the bar at Ann Arbor, Mich., but 
spent the summer helping Ms father 
rebuild the family residence, which 
had been destroyed by fire. 
During 


the winter of 1S83-84 he taught school 
in Allegan county. He had earned his 
way thru the law college by teaching, 
and again taught school to recuperate 
financially before actively entering 
his legal career. 
In 1884 he moved to Nebraska, and 


was admitted to the tar'in Wheeler 
comity. He practiced law at Ord 
until 1SOO, and served as the first 
county attorney 
of .Valley county, 


holding that office four years. 
In 


1900 he came to Lincoln, where he 
immediately rose to th« position of one 
of the city's leading attorneys. 
He 


was also a director of the Farmers 


State bank at York. He also served 
as referee in an important case in 
Omaha in 1898, being appointed by 
the supreme court of Nebraska.

December 
25, 1885, 
Judge 


Clements married, MJss Ettie Rogers, 
of Ord. They have a daughter, Edna 
V. Sill, of Lincoln, wife of Ralph B 
Sill. 
The judge's little granddaugh- 


ter, Virginia Louise Sill, was the apple 
of his eye. 
Judge Clements seldom 


came to the court house without a tale 
to relate about some of her sayings. 
The judge was a member of the 
state and county bar associations, also 
of Lancaster lodge No. 54, A. F. & A. 
M., of the Knighta of Pythias and the 
Modern Woodmen of -America. 
He 


belonged to the Lincoln chamber of 
commerce, and in politics was a re- 
publican, altho he held only one office 
during life beside that 
of district 


judge. 
District Judge E. P. Clements, of 


Ord, is a brother of the deceased.

Largest Non-Rigid Dirigible 


Lands Near Indianapolis on 


500-Mile Flight. 


INDIANAPOLIS, April 9.—The

rigid dirigible TC-l, largest in the 
United States army, landed at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, near here today, 
ending the first leg of its flight from 
Akron, O., to Belleville, 111. 


The dirigible, extending a city block 


In legnth, left Akron at 3:15 with the- 
intention, of averaging forty miles an 
hour on the 500-mile trip. 
It was 


planned to stop at Fort Benjamin 
Har- 


rison forty-five minutes and take on 
200 gallons of gasoline. 


The TC-l is the first of three ships 


of the type to be built for the govern- 
ment by the Goodyear -ubber plant at 
Akron. It was designed to use either 
helium or hydrogen gas. The two 150- 
horsepower engines have a miximum 
speed of sixty miles an hour witli a 
cruising radius estimated at 1,630 
miles.

MEN AND THINGS

Most persons are ao directly engrossed by their own 


business of making a living or drying pleasure out 
ot their leisure that the solution of the big f™^*™ 
,„ the hour are lef*v either to those who think they can 
"xfc-act profit from their activities or those serious 
minded souls who, lacking in imagination and, there, 
fore tact, form that class against which the PniUsUnes 
sneer and jear at as "professional reformers 
This 


, omes with bad grace, of course, from any individual 
uho really wants conditions bettered all around and 
\et who does nothing himself to correct them- « is 
'to be expected from those who rebel against all re- 
strictions, and who are largely material in their in- 
stincts, but it Is trite and also true that the tendency 
ot things is always toward disintegration. 


It is enc6uraging to note the increasing number of 


trained and busy business men who are devoting their 
time to Y. M. C A and Boy Scout work. It means 
that they have waked to the possibilities of bettering 
the citizenship of the country by beginning with the 
boy and are utilizing the machinery of those two or- 
ganizations which aim to direct the natural enersies 
of the boy into sane and safe channels. The banditry 
of the country Is being recruited from the ranks of the 
boys who have no other outlet than petty outlawry for 
the gang spirit, and who speedily grow more daring 
and dangerous. A backfire is the best way to destroy 
that growth. 


The big eastern bankers don't think very much of 


the agricultural credits act that the farm bloc pushed 
thru congress. They say they did not oppose it be- 
cause the principle behind it is sound, but they think 
that it is class legislation. One of them said: 
There 


is much to be said against the principle of voting aid 
out of the treasury to aid any class of business but 
It will never be said very effectively by people who 
want an exception made of their own business 
Of 


course, the farmers believe that aid for agriculture 
will benefit everybody, but no measure of government 
aid was ever offered for which the same argument was 
not urged." The humor of this lies in the fact that for 
decades the farmers have been declaiming that the 
bonking business has been favored above all others by 
the government. 


There Is one point made by the bankers that seems 


reasonable. This is that too many people think that 
anything is possible If a sufficient fund of credit is 
available. There are other elements that enter into 
the equation. The chief one Is wise use of credit 
When we recall that the financial authorities say 85 per 
cent of the businesses started fall, we can see the Im- 
portance of this. Most of the stock companies that 
appealed to our Imagination In the flush times of three 
-ears ago failed because the promoters thought that 
getting together a million or two was an Insurance of 
success.
